RECENT experiments show that a 


iteer can be made to gam as much as 
three pounds a day when young for a 
short period, and two pounds per day is 
not unusual for three months 
The cost 


of tlie food is from 10 to 76 cents per 
day, which is neaily equal to the cost of 
the gam 
Apparently there is no profit 


in steeis unless prices are high, bat when 
it is consideied that much of the food 
consists of corn fodder and other foods 
that cannot be sold except in the form of 
beef, the feeding of steers is re illy proQt 
ible, because it enables the farmei to 
sell a large share of his produce which 
could not be otheiwise sold at all 
A 


waste of food because it cannot be util- 
ued is a loss of profit 


The best way of killing weeds is to 


prevent them from growing 
When the 


corn is planted if one will stoop down 
and shi the soil with the ringer he will 
see a great number of fine white silky 
threads in it 
These are the first-gtowth 


of the weeds, aud if the land is stirred 
at this time the weeds are killed by mil- 
lions without the least trouble
